"Gentlemen, there is no use in wast- 
ing time in preliminaries," remarket] 
Mayor Grant, as ho took tho chair last 
night in the city hall, whore a largo niiin- 
bor of enthusiastic citizens bad gathered 
to discuss what, arrangements could bo 
made for tho proper celebration of the 
24tli of May. 

His worship then wont straight to busi- 
ness by referring to the correspondence 
which had passed betwoon himself and 
the crack oarsmen of America in regard 
to a regatta in this city on tlio Queen's 
Birthday. He had guaranteed, on his 
own responsibility, that financial induce- 
ments would be held out for the oarsmen 
to come; and, as it would no doubt be a 
good financial investment for the city, lie 
thought it would be well for those present 
to at onco got togotlier, nominate a chair- 
man and secretary, and get to work in the 
matter of raising the sinews of war. Tho 
oarsmen would sign agreements to come, 
as soon as thoy were notified that a fund 
would be raised. He himself, with the 
assistance of those who were always ready 
to put their shoulders to tho wheel, would 
guarantee thu collection of the money re- 
quired. 

On motion, Mayoi Grant was requested 
to act as chairman, and Mr. VV. J. Dow- 
ler as secretary. 

Mr. James Sooloy suggested that tho 
chairman select, a committee to consider 
the advisability of ottering the Gnancial 
inducements required by tho crack oars- 
men who had been communicated with, 

Mr. Charles Uayward moved, seconded 
by Mr. W. Dalby, that m tho opinion of 
this meeting it is desirable to oiler the 
financial inducements referred to, and to 
celebrate in a proper and worthy manner 
the 24th of May. 

Mr. James Seeloy thought that a re 
gatta such as was suggested would be a 
asting benefit to the city, and would ad- 
vertise Victoria in every part of tho civil- 
ized world. AH America was at present, 
watching O'Connor, and the reports of his 
doings were published in every newspaper 
of the east. 

The chairman endorsed Mr. Seeley's 
remarks. The regatta would prove a 
wonderful advertisement to the city, ho 
felt sure, and a very cheap one, consider- 
ing its value. 

The resolution was carried unanimously 
and with enthusiasm. 

Mr. Alex. Watson enquired if it was 
proposed to give the purse collected or 
make the oarsmen compete for it. 

The chairman explained tho suggestion 
in regard to the distribution of the money, 
thrown out by Mr. Hamm, which ho con- 
sidered a very fair one. Jiy it the win- 
ner of tho race was to receive 40 per cent, 
of tho money, the second 30; 3rd, 20; 4th, 
10. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Dalby, the 
chairman named a committee to consist 
of Hon. Ohas.

and the officers of "0" Battery, R.C. A., 
and the B. C. ( larrison Artillery. 

The appointment of the committee hav- 
ing been concluded, the chairman stated 
that the city hall or the Mayor's office 
would always lie open for tho accommoda- 
tion of the general orsub-committees. 

It was decided to hold a meeting of the 
general committee on Monday evening 
next, when the city and neighborhood 
will be districted and tho sub-coiumittoefi 
in each named and put to wurk. 

Mr. W. Dalby was nominated as 
treasurer of tho genoral committoo. 

"What's the amount of the bonds re- 
quired?" enquired Mr. Dalby. 

The election was unanimous. 

Tho question of holding a two days' 
celebration — one day for lielil spurts, the 
other for aquatic — next came up for dis- 
cussion, the general feeling of those pre- 
sent being strongly in favor of two, or 
even three days. 

It will be well to decide ou tho two 
days at once, remarked Supt. Roycraft, 
us tho announcement will greatly affect 
the amount of tho contributions. 

Although no definite action was takon, 
it was understood that two days it should 
be, before the gathering broke up, every- 
one enthusiastic and ready for work. 



It is proposed to havo the celebration 
of tho Queen's Birthday extend over two 
days — Friday and Saturday. Tho lirnt 
day can very well bo dovotod to field 
sports on Beacon Hill — racing, athletic 
games and contests of skill and strength. 
For tho evening— fireworks, torchlight 
parades, Chinese lantern parades, and an 
exhibition by tho Victoria Athletic Club. 
Music by tho Battery band. The flag- 
ship will be at EsquimaU beforo the gala 
days, and in all probability naval manoeu- 
vres and a sham battlo can bo made fea- 
tures of the grand programme For the 
second day, aquatic sports alone will make 
a grand programme : The great profes- 
sional race, with O'Connor, Lee, Gaudaur, 
Hamm, Peterson, and perhaps Hnnlan. 
The local races, shells, out-riggers, can- 
oes, naval races, swimming races, and in 
fact every feature that goes to make up a 
splendid water carnival. There is no 
doubt but that thousands will bo drawn to 
tho city by the colebration, which re- 
quires work only to make it a success. 
Let everybody help. 



ALBERTA CATTLE. 

The New Source of Supply for This liar, 
ket— Au Extensive Cattle-Rais- 
ing District. 

Tho importation by Van Volkenburgh 
Bros, of a train-load of cattle from Al- 
berta, N. W. T., to this city will natural- 
ly cause general inquiry as to tho capacity 
of that district to furnish tho coast with n 
portion of its moat supply. Hitherto Or- 
egon 1ms furnished tho deficiency, and a 
great deal of money has beon paid to Or- 
egon stock-raisers, and to the American 
transportation companies. It is trusted 
that the experiment of tho Messrs. Van 
Volkenburgh will result in further impor 
tations from the ranchers on tho eastern 
slope of the Rockies, thus keeping tho 
money in tho Dominion, and furnishing 
our own railway and steamers with traffic. 
Although still n new district Alberta is 
pussessed of a large amount of stock. Sev- 
oral of tho ranches cover an area of from 
100,000 to 200,000 acres, tho Cochrane 
Co. having 205,500. Tho last report of 
the department of tho interior shows that 
there are 108 leasos in existence, covering 
3,252,378 acres. On tho ranches are 108,- 
301 head of cattlo, 23,808 horses and 31,- 
430 sheep. During last year 5,000 cattle 
wore shipped, bringing from §40 to $50 
per head. From tho above figures it can 
bo seen that there will bo a constant in- 
crease in the number of head, and that 
sufficient fat cattle can bo raised to sup- 
ply all demands that may be made from 
this province. It is understood that thu 
present freight charges havo been fixed at 
a very reasonable figuro.

himself know what ho meant. Ho sat 
down with the firm determination to pitch 
into the Hon. Mr. Robaon. That end at- 
tained he was evidently nut at all partic- 
ular whether his srticlo was connected 
mid consistent or not, or whether it was 
soiiHu or nonsense. Wo can hardly con- 
gratulate him on the result. 



A FURIOUS OMAN. 

The amendment to tho School 
Act proposed by the Hun. Mr. 
Robaon alarms our Yates street 
contemporary quite unnecessarily. It, 
of course, affects to believe that the Pro- 
vincial Secretary has some sinister object 
in view in adding n now clause to Iho school 
law which empowers tho government, for 
cause, summarily to suspend a teacher or 
to cancel his certificate. The Times would 
not, perhaps it dare not, admit that any 
member of the Government, and moro 
particularly Mr. Robson, had a pun 
uiisellisli motive for any measure he might 
propose. It appears to be its mission to 
hold that gentleman up to the community 
as an awful example of the effect of total 
depravity on tho human race. According 
to its creed ir would be a moral impossi- 
bility for him tod" or to propose anything 
which had for its object the public good. 
Il is therefore consistent when it Rays 
tl t he desires to make this change in the 
law for the purpose of instituting a reign 
of terrorism and coercion in order tyran 
nically to maintain himself and his col 
leagues in power. Is not this piling oi 
the agony just a little too liberally i We 
would just hint that economy in the use 
of strong language is, Bometimes, from 
a literary [joint of view, desirable; 
and might we not also suggest 
that some regard for the appropriateness 
of tho terms used would add effectiveness 
to tho composition. "A reign of terror- 
ism" suggests to t he intelligent reader 
anarchy in its mosl hideous form. Ho 
sees .society convulsed, innocent men and 
■women dragged before illegal tribunals, 
butchers tunic. 1 judges, guillotines never 
idle, and monsters iu human form howl- 
ing for more victims, No one supposes 
that the insertion of a new section in the 
Education Act will bring about such ter- 
rible results as t his. Society is not to be 
shaken to its foundation, and men and 
women will not crou d every steamer and 
railway train that leaves the province in 
order to get out of the jurisdiction of the 
government that intends to take cog- 
nizance of the offences of school teachers. 
To institute a reign of terror is to do a 
dreadful thing, to coinmil crimes at which 
the world turns pale. Hoes the editor of 
tho Times really believe that Mr. Robson 
intends to cut any one's head off, or oven 
to imprison unoffending men, women and 
children? To put coercion aft er terrorism 
is a kind of anti-climax which has a rather 
ridiculous effect. Terrorism is coercion, 
and coercion of t In; most dreadful kind. 
Hut wo see that our fierce and frothy 
contemporary does not moan what he says, 
for after trying to scare peoplo half 
out of their wits by telling them 
that terrorism and coercion to be 
tyrannically used are in store for tliem, 
he comes down from his very high horse 
and with comparative mildness says: 
"The Minister of Education now seeks 
to bring the school teachers of the pro- 
vince under the same influence with the 
view of making them so many political 
agents." This, then, is what tho reign 
of terrorism and tho coercion tyrannically 
used are for to make the schoolmasters 
and schoolmistresses political agents. We 
must Bay that it is a queer end to attain 
by such extraordinary moans. Politicians 
do not generally use terrorism and co- 
ercion and tyranny to make political 
agents. Such means arc sure to make 
political enemies— ami bitter enemies, too, 
— but political agents, never. Political 
agents, as our contemporary well knows, 
areaocurod in a vory different way. liut 
wo have not come to the end of tho amus- 
ing eccentricities and contradictions of 
our mildly furious contemporary. After 
having made the teachers his political 
agents by such very unusual moans, it 
turns another corner and goes on to say 
that the amendmont "is expected to give 
him (tho Provincial Secretary J tho power 
to punish by dismissal those who have tho 
courage to dissent from his views." So 
tho reign of terrorism and the coorcion 
tyranically used aro to bo got up to 
make tho teachers political aganta and 
to turn put those teachers who havo the 
audacity to dissent from tho Provincial 
Secretary's views. Wo would really like 
to know what our contemporary means. 
Aro tho toachera to bo made political 
agents first, and turned out afterwards, 
or aro some to bo made nguuts and some 
to be dismissed? The article is exceed- 
ingly perplexing. It is in faot incompre- 
hensible. And it dawns upon us that 
perhaps the man who wrote it did not 



We are not surprised that the govern- 
ment |0nds it necessary to have some 
moans of exorcising its authority over the 
teachers. The jurisdiction of the trus- 
tees is limited and the government which 
pays the teachers baa a right to see that 
they conduct themselves properly and do 
their duty faithfully. It will bo seen by 
the amendment that tho government can- 
not exercise its authority arbitrarily. It 
cannot dismiss any teacher or cancel bin 
license except for cause shown. This 
implies that tho toucher accused of any 
olfonco will havo tho opportunity of 
being heard in his own defence. It is 
not to bo supposed that tho Lieutenurit- 
Govornor-in-Council will make an unjust 
or a tyrannical use of his power. But 
il has been found that such power as tho 
Government has asked for is required for 
the proper administration of the school 
law. In other provinces where a system of 
public education similar to that which has 
been established in British Columbia ob- 
tains, this authority is vested either in the 
Government or in a Board of Education 
appointed by the Government. Tho au- 
thority of the Government cannot clash 
with that of tho trustees. We believe 
that both teachers and trustees will find 
that this contemplated addition to the 
law will work beneficially. It is a little 
unfortunate that tho clause must bo in- 
troduced just after the misunderstanding 
between some of the teachero and tho de- 
partment about daily marking. That cir- 
cumstance, which is .piito accidental, 
gives some kind of color tu tho accusation 
which we believe to be both false and tin 
just, that it was framed for the 
purpose of punishing those who differed 
with tho department on the subject of 
daily marking. Such is not the case ; tho 
addition, we aro assured, would have 
been made to tho law this session if tho 
daily mat king controversy had not been 
raised. Wo do not think that the teachers 
of the Province need to bo assured that they 
have no warmer or more considerate 
friend in it than the Hon. .John Robson, 
They may depend upon it that ho does 
not ask for this power in order that the 
Government may tyrannize «ver the 
teachers, or to punish any others than of- 
fenders who it is best fur the teachers 
should be punished. Jt is in the interest 
of the teachers themselves that the profes- 
sion should be weeded of all unworthy 
members. And we venture to predict 
that none but those who will bo clearly 
proved to bo unworthy will bo punished 
under the section which has excited the 
htdignation of tho organ of tho Opposi- 
tion. 



THE PRESIDENT'S CABINET. 

Mr. Harrison's Cabinet doos not appear 
to have made a good impression. With 
the exception of Mr. Biaino its members 
aro all unknown men. Nor, ono of them 
has made his mark as a statesman. The 
American ship of state may bo said to bo 
manned by green hands, The President 
himself, although tho impression he has 
made so far is favorable, has never been 
in any respect a remarkable man, and all 
his advisers, with but ono exception, have 
boon still more obscure. Tho Epoch 
says : 

"Tho striking defect of tho now Cabinet 
is tho entire absence of an}' progressive 
elemont in it. It would be unfair to dis- 
miss tho President's official advisors as an 
assemblage of political Incks for 'Law- 
partner Miller' is not even a politician. 
Hut it would hu equally absurd to speak 
of them as statesmen, or indeed as a body 
of moil possessing any marked degree of 
individuality whatever. " 

It may bo, however, that some of these 
men will develop into excellent adminis- 
trators. Few men know what is in thorn 
until they aro tried. But it is as certain 
as anything human can be, that ono or 
more of them will turn out to bo dismal 
failures. There is no moro pitiable sight 
in this world than to boo a small man 
pitchforked into an ollico several sizes too 
big for him. Tlio man, if he is not a 
born fool, is painfully conscious of his 
unfitness, and is tho most miserable 
creature alive. Tho British system has 
this advantage over the American. Tho 
real ruler of tlio country is always ft man 
of ability and experience, and his col- 
leagues must all have made their mark in 
public life. Tho affairs of Great Britain 
could hardly be conducted for six months 
by a Premier as inexperienced us Mr. 
Harrison is assisted by a lot of greenhorns 
like the members of his cabinet.

UNFAIR CRITICISM. 

Tlio organ of the < )|i|iosition draws a 
doleful conclusion from tlio public accounts 
for the first six months of the current 
year. Its remarks remind us forcibly of 
the proverb which tells us of the two 
classes of persons that should not look at 
>voik half done. The reason of tho in- 
junction is that these two classes have net 
sense enough to see what the work will 
lie whenitiscompleted. Theyjudge by pre- 
sent appearances only and their judgment 
.s curtain to bo erroneous. The practice 
of giving a detailed account for the half 
year is a foolish one. It serves no good 
purpose and it cannot possibly give a cur 
rect view of the financial condition of the 
province. Tho work must be done over 
again at the end of the year when all the 
expenditure is made and all the revemio 
collected. Then, and only then, can a 
fair or even an intelligible account bo ren- 
dered. 1'iie statement for the tirst halt 
year, as tho organ dolorously declares, 
shows a largo deficit. Tho statement for 
the next half year, if taken alone, may 
exhibit an equally large, or perhaps a 
larger, surplus. Neither statement taken 
by itself gives a proper account of the 
Lrovernment's transactions for tho 
period. In the useless statement 
laid before the Legislature a few 
days ago nearly all tho expen- 
diture for the whole year appears, but no 
account is taken of by far tho greater 
part of the year's provincial income. Few 
people pay their provincial taxes until the 
close of the year. Tlio consequence is 
that in tho accounts for the lirst half of 
the year the expenditure appears dispro- 
portionately largo and the receipts dispro- 
portionately small. Of course the Times 
knows this, but it has not candor enough 
to admit that tho statement is necessarily 
unfair to the government. It sees a 
hatice of making what it regards iih a 
point against the administration and it 
cannot resist the temptation to take what 
it knows to ho an unfair advantage. This 
kind of journalism is neither smart nor 
honest. It may lead a few simple people 
astray, but when they find that tlioy have 
been deceived they will over after distrust 
tho deceiver. What would bo thought of 
the man who in making a statement of a 
farmer's affairs for the year would take 
no account of tho growing crop? If ho 
said hu owed the storekeeper so much, 
and tho blacksmith so much, i and sot down 
what, he had paid outforsoed and fencing 
and building, and then, without saying a 
word about tho return that would in tho 
balance of tho year como in from the crop 
he had planted and sown, doclaro him 
bankrupt? This is vory much like what 
the Times doea when it laments tho de- 
licit for tho yoar on sooing thu accounts 
for the lirst six months. The Govern- 
ment ronps its harvest in tho last six 
months and tho money then colloctod will 
.jo to dofny the expenditure of tho lirst 
six months. Will our contemporary ever 
see that evon in politics honesty is the 
host policy '/ 



EDI TOM A L COMMENTS. 

What is commercial union I is a (pies 
tion which many are now asking. Mr 
llitt, tho mover of tho resolution to itisti- 
tnto negotiations for a commercial 
union between the United States and 
Canada, ought to he able to answer this 
question. He did answer it in a speech 
which ho recently made in the llouso of 
Representatives. This is what ho said : — 

"It means, as set out in this resolution, 
tlio adoption by both countries of pre- 
cisely the same tariff of duties or taxes 
to be levied upon goods coming from abroad, 
abolishing altogether our lino of Customs 
houses on tlio north by which we collect 
tariff duties on goods coming from ('ana- 
da, and leaving intercourse as unrestricted 
between this country and Canada as it is 
between the States. Tho line of Customs 
houses would follow the sea and include 
both countries. Tho internal revenue 
systems of taxes on liquors find tobacco in 
the two countries would also have to be 
made uniform in both countries. Tho 
proceeds of taxation thus collected would 
be equitably divided, and the fairest way 
would seem to bo in proportion to popula- 
tion." 

This isclear enough. How such a union 
of rive millions with sixty millions would 
work can bo readily seen. Mr. Ilitt saw 
who would have the best of the bargain 
and the larger share of influence, for he 
said: 

"Undoubtedly Canadians, in being sub- 
jected to the same tariff with us, would in 
all fairness be consulted as to its provi- 
sions; but we, sixty millions, would in all 
fairness generally have tho prevailing 
voice in determining what thu rates 
should be." 

As Mr. llitt says, Canadians would be 
consulted, but it is evident that he con- 
siders the consultation would be nothing 
more than a form, and that Canada would 
bo forced to agree to whatever the United 
States might decide upon.

THE SNAKES OF TEXAS. 



A Great Variety of Reptiles in 
tlio Louo Star State. 



Pocullarltloa of the Thunder Bnake— Tba 
Kloagateil and Swirt Cuacli-Wlilp— Rat. 
UoHuube Pilots and Their Cum- 
Iiaiilous, tlio True ltuttlere. 

Texas possesses, porhapB, as great a 
variety of the serpent family as can be 
found any where on the globe, whites a cor- 
respondent or the Now YorU Times. To men- 
tiona few that have come under my own 
personal observation would be to name not 
one-tenth of the varieties indigenous to this 
blessed country. 

Thunder snakes aro by no means com- 
mon in Texas, and yet thoy aro often en- 
countered by praiwojtravolors, especially be- 
fore and after thunderstorms. Flashes of 
lightning and claps of thunder, which are 
so terrifying to bipeds and quadrupeds, 
seem to have the greatest charm and de- 
light for these members of tuo ophidian fam- 
ily. Whenever a thunderstorm comes up 
these snakes have n regular picnic. They 
come crawling out of holes, from behind 
rocks anil rotten stum ps and enjoy the fun 
while it lasts. Their nature is quarrelsome, 
their character fierce, and they are aggres- 
sive m a Idyll degree, which qualities are 
remarkable in being possessed by a serpent 
that is both faagless and innocuous. 

The black snake is so well known to all 
North America that it is hardly worth notic- 
ing 1 1 i 111 from this point of the world. We 
have t wo species in Texas ; out: which inhab- 
its marshy places, ponds, creek bottoms and 
shady spots, and another that lives in the 
mountains, among the rocks, and in the 
woods where dead, dry leaves are plentiful 
and young birds numerous. He is not a 
constrictor and he is not poisonous. Nearly 
nil striking serpents have fangs, usually 
loaded with poison, while the constrictors 
seldom if ever strike, preferring to affec- 
tionately squeeze their enemies to death. 
Ureen grass snakes, which aro perfectly 
beaut I ful in I Ids lutit ude , bead snakes like- 
wise, in ilk, corn, garter and runners are 
entirely too common to discuss 

Coach-whips are remarkable in this coun- 
try for their tremendous length and their 
surprising speed. Tin: form of the reptile 
is elegantly slender, his coloring is of the 
most delicate beauty, and his constricting 
powers are scarcely even surpassed by 
boas, anacondas or pythons. He is cream 
or clay-colored, very much like the hard- 
baked prairie over which he glides, is very 
long in proportion to his diameter, and his 
scales are arranged in such a manner that 
they closely resemble the plaited leather oi 
S whip. The movements of tbo coach-whip 
aro like chain lightning. Not endowed with 
poison, jet has he tremendous power of 
locomotion and terrible strength in his 
long, slender coils, winch he wraps about 
and entangles the limbs in such a fashion, 
binding them to the body, and rendering 
his victim perfectly helpless. lie forms his 
eoiis into a living lasso, which are capable of 
crushing almost any Hung within the deadly 



rings.

warned me upon my arrival in 
to beware of the coach-whip as 
rattlesnake, for a friend of lus, 
after chasingono for somo distance and see- 
ing it dart into a hole, seized the reptile by 
the tail and dragged it forth. Like a Hash 
tho snake threw itself upon the man, en- 
veloping him in coil after coil, anil would 
have squeezed the life out of him had not 
my informer, who chanced to be near, 
caught it by the tail and unwrapped the 
coils. This is a very easy matter to do, for 
while his constricting powers aro groat, yet 
•laid catching him by the tail could easily 

ud his bands. 
Only recently, while going through a 
prairie-dog village a few hundred yards 
from ttiis post, 1 saw a zigzag yellow streak 
darting across the ground, which proved to 
bo a seven-foot coach- whip. 1 followed him 
at the top of my speed, but ho led me a 
lively chase before 1 was able to overtake 
him. It was a neek-aud-neck race for a 
few minutes, but at last I gave him a rap 
with a long stick I held in my hand, which 

prod u 1 an instantaneous crisis. Ho 

leaped upon that stick like a shot, and in 
less than a second was squeezing it with all 
his force. L dropped the stick and let him 
have a lew minutes' fun, after which 1 
smashed tiis head with a stone and skinned 
him. 

Rattlesnake pilots are a sure indication 
that the true rattler is somewhere in the 
vicinity. Theyseem to desire the company 
of their dangerous kinsmen, and by some 
people pilots are often mistaken for tho 
true breed. They are in reality ground 
rattlesnakes, with the sumo diamond-back 
markings, are slightly poisonous, have a 
short, thick, chunky body, but no sign of 
rattle about them, There is another snake 
in Texas known as the pilot. He is also 
slightly poisonous, boasts large, yellow 
stripes along his body, and is covered with 
beautiful yellow zigzag lines on both sides. 

As a rule, poisonous and non-poisonous 
snakes are eternal enemies. The must 

deadly serpent we have in America is the 
rattlesnake. The most harmless of ophid- 
ians ace t he bull, black and king snakes, all 
of whom will tackle and kill a rattler with- 
out the least hesitation. There is no more 
deadly rept ile m tho world, not excepting 
the cobra of Asia, the Haje of Africa, or 
the Fcr-de-Lunco of Martinique than the 
terrible, bloated rattlesnake of the staked 
plains of Texas. 

A few miles north of this point begins 
this famous desert, and here are to be 
found the largest, most active and most 
dangerous rattlesnakes in the world Six 
feet, is an ordinary length and ten inches a 
moderate circumference. Recovery from 
their venom is excessively rare. In Au- 
gust they become large, yellow, bloated 
tilings, and it is at this time of the year

bo Apache Indians seek them out to 
a poison for their arrows. A deer's 
smoking hot , is torn out and laid be- 
tho reptile. Ho is punched and 
red so that he strikes it again and 
again, the morsel turning a blue-black 
from the poison, even before the snake lias 
finished st riking. 

This delightful morsel is then placed high 
on a pole to rot and decompose in the sun, 
after which it is brought down and the ar- 
rows stuck into it, they being afterward 
dried in the sun to retain the poison— a 
most cruel, devilish, horrible custom 
iiinong the worst Indians on the continent.

Six Thousand a Your Killed or Mangled by 
Present Hallway Appliances, 



WASHINGTON, March 7.— At the con- 
ference of tho Statu Railroad Commis- 
sioners and tho Inter state Commerce 
Commissioners yesterday, ex-Railroad 
Commissioner Collin, of Iowa, now repre- 
senting tho Brotherhood of Brakesmen, 
delivered an address, which was received 
with marked attention, Ho said: — "1 want 
to state this fact, that any labor looking 
toward tho passage by the national legis- 
lature of a law compelling the observance 
of safety appliances on freight ears 
will be in the proper direction* and Hint 
if such a law wore passed it would 
not at ull bo detrimental to the 
railway companies. The only ques- 
tion is that of dollars and cents. 1 refer 
to the wonderful slaughter of men by the 
old link and link coupler anil Hie hand 
brakes. In ton years wo have kill) d, and 
maimed 2420 men in the State of Iowa by 
these two causes alone. We think in 
Iowa our roads are managed as carefully 
us any roads. We are a temperance State 
and our railway men are temperate anil 
careful, and still last year there were over 
;i49 men killed by tho causes i have 
spokonof. There are 150,000 miles of 
railroad in tho United States, and over 
U000 active, strong men were either killed 
or maimed for lifo from these two causes 
alone last year. "

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Third Session of tlio Fifth Parliament. 
T WENT \ -FOURTJ I DAY. 

Fill day, March 15, 1889. 

Mr. .Speaker Pooloy took the chair at 
2:lii o'clock, p.m. 

1 'i-aycrs were road by tho Rev. J. W. 
Wadman. 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. Allen presented tho petition of a 
number of residents of Lillooot district. 
UK0K1VINQ PETITIONS. 

The petition of .1. M. Can-all and other 
iniiiers of Rogers' Puss, lllocillowaot anil 
Donald, re amendments to the Mineral 
Act, was read, and on motion received. 
TO MtKNDTlIE JUKOHS ACT. 

Mr. Ladner asked leave to introduce a 
Bill entitled ''An Act to amend tho 
'Jurors Act'" (Chap. 04, Consolidated 
Acts, 1888). 

Leave granted. Bill read a first! time. 
Second reading on Monday. 

ELECTIONS KEOULATIONS BILL. 
Mr. Biggins moved tho adoption of tho 
report on the Elections Regulations Bill. 
Carried. 

Bill read a third time, and passed. 

NEW WESTMINSTER SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 

On motion of Mr. Bide, the report of 
the committee on tho New Westminster 
Southern Railway Bill was adopted, and 
tho third reading of the Bill sot down for 
Monday. 

O A ME PROTECTION. 

Mr. Tolmie moved tho adoption of tho 
report of committee on tho Game Protec- 
tion Bill (No. 36). 

Mr. Semlin thought that the third 
clause in the bill, in reference to shooting 
by torchlight, was unnecessary, the sub- 
ject being already covered by thu existing 
game law. 

Mr. Tolmie moved to strike out tho un- 
necessary section. 

Notice of tho motion being required, 
the matter was allowed to .stand over for 
a few days. 

VANCOUVER STREET RAILWAY. 

On tho consideration of tho report of 
committee on tho Vancouver Street Rail- 
way Bill (No. '2.'!), Mr. Bole said that the 
bill would have to bo recommitted for the 
purpose of making necessary amendments 
of which due notice had been given. 
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Mr. Fry, in moving the second reading 
of this bill, called tho attention of the 
House to the gratifying fact that our groat 
timber resources had attiacted foreign 
capitalists to come here and help to de- 
velop them. It was the intention 
of the gentlemen whoso names ap- 
peared on tho face of tho bill to take a 
very large share in tho enterprise. While 
the fact could not but bo gratifying to the 
province at large, it was scarcely flatter- 
ing to those who had so long allowed these 
wonderful resources to lie dormant. To 
profitably carry out tho manufacture of 
lumber in its various forms, not only re- 
quired capital, but a thorough knowledge 
of the business in all its branches, in- 
cluding a knowledge of and connections 
with all the best markets. This the pro- 
moters of this bill possessed in an emin- 
ent degree, as they had been engaged in 
a similar enterprise on a very largo scale 
and for some tiuie past in the 
State of Wisconsin. It was the 
intention of the promoters of tho bill 
to erect and eipuip in the most thorough 
manner with tho best modern machinery, 
not only one or perhaps two mills in the 
neighborhood of the city of Victoria, bul, 
many more in other parts of I he Province, 
wherever timber suitable for their purpose 
could be found. Some of the members of 
the company had alroarly invested a largo 
amount of capital in tho purchase of the 
ChemainuB saw-mills, and had acquired 
some extensive timber limits, but, they de- 
sired in forming the company, to push 
their enterprise to such an extent as 
should enable them to make thu name 
and fame of British Columbia lumber 
known in every market in the civilized 
world. It would be observed that the 
capital mentioned in the bill was one mil- 
lion dollars. Any enterprise that pro- 
posed to invest and employ this largo 
amount in assisting to develop this most 
important existing, but comparatively 
dormant asset of tho Province, should 
meet with the approbation and encourage- 
ment of the House, anil he therefore 
trusted that tho honorable members 
would not only cordially pass the second 
reading of the hill, but that they would 
also deal liberally with it in committee. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys, while also fool- 
ing gratified at the proposed introduct ion 
of foreign capital in tho encouragement 
and development of the lumbering indus- 
try, thought that certain amendments 
should he made in committee. The capi- 
tal of the applicants for incorporation was 
not. said to bo 81,000,000. They propos- 
ed to issue shares to that amount and 
would dispose of these shares. Their ap- 
plication for incorporation did not state 
that they proposed to sink $1,000,000 of 
their own in the enterprise. 

lion. Mr. Dunsrauir said that ho know 
all about the company, although he was 
not in it. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— I am sorry for 
that. 

Ilott. Mr. DunBinuir, continued, stat- 
ing that tho gentlemen composing the 
prospective company had no intention of 
placing a share on thu market. They only 
wanted incorporation, anil proposed to 
erect two more mills besides the ono they 
had bought, with a capacity of 100,000 
feut a day each. They had purchased an 
immense amount of timber laud, and 
would do very much for tho development 
of tho country. He was instrumental 
in getting the gentlemen named to come 
into the country. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said ho had no 
objection whatever to the bill. He 
thought that the privileges asked for were 
very broad ones, and that sonio vory 
necessary and serviceable amendments 
should bo niado in committee Ho in- 
tended howevor to vote for tho second 
reading. 

Mr. Fry did not think tho hon. mem- 
ber fur OoniOX could comprehend 
tho amount of capital mentioned in thu 
bill, §1,000,000. (Laughter from the hon. 
menthol' for Comox), It was an immense 
amount of money, and represented ono of 
the largest business ventures over mado 
in tho country. Tho company were all 
solid men, with experience and capital at 
their disposal. They proposed forming a 
joint stock company, and ho did not 
know whether or not any local nion would 
becomo shareholders. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, before the bill passod 
its socond reading, objected to a certain 
clause in reference to tho right of the 
company to purcbaso an unlimited 
quantity of timber land in ' tho province 
for an indefinite time. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that they did 
not wish to purchase from tho government, 
They had bought enough timber land 
from the E. it N. Railway Co. to last 
them all their livos, and for tho life of a 
generation to come aftor them. 

Mr. Bolo advised that tho lifo of tho 
corporation and their right to timber land 
bo limited to a stated number of years. 
It could be made 50, or 100, or, in fact, 
any number of yours. Ho supported the 
objection raised by tho lion, attorney- 
general. Tho company asked for the 
right to manufacture every class of wooden 
articles, including, bo presumed, anmo 
legislators. (Smiles). 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir did not see why 
tlio company should not havo a right to 
purchase land outright. If a single in- 



dividual were to buy Campbell's cornor 
would it not be his forovor? 

Hon. Mr. Davie— No, he'd dio. 

Mr. Grant could not sou why the com- 
pany should not bo allowed to purcbaso 
timber land outright. 

Col. Baker dwelt upon tho advantages 
to bo obtained from tho proposed intro- 
duction of foreign capital. Ho could not 
sue what advantages wore to bo obtained 
from limiting the length of time that the 
company should hold possession of tiinbor 
laud. 

Mr. Semlin supported tho objection 
taken by the hon. Aftornoy-Oeneral. 

Mr. T. Davie could not soo that any- 
thing was to bu gained by limitation. Tho 
granting to a company of tho right to hold 
laud for perpetuity was common tho 
world over, as well as in tho province of 
British Columbia, The Moodyvillo Saw- 
mill company held exactly similar privil- 
eges as it was proyosed to give this com- 
pany under their act of incorporation. Ho 
did not soo why this company should bu 
tied down, aiul thuir operations fettered, 
by limitations which did not apply to 
other similar companies, 

Mr. Bolo thought that by the section 
under discussion, the company was not 
confined in its [lowers, as was the Moody- 
ville Sawmill compauy. Tho bill before 
tho House, as it stood, gave the compauy 
power to deal with every kind of busi- 
ness, 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir— And why not '/ 

Mr. Bolo did not reply. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that there 
was no otatuto extant in any civilized 
country similar to tho ono now before tho 
House. It would give to tho company 
the right to deal with other people's pro- 
perly as tlioir own. Tho gift of a perpet- 
ual right of way proposed was not in just- 
ice to the rights of tho people. 

Hon. Mr. Robson referred pleasantly 
to Mr. Bole's little joke in regard to 
wooden legislators. It sounded very well 
coming from that side of tho House. 
(Laughter.) There were, lie said, three 
propositions to consider in the matter be- 
fore tho House. First, tho company 
asked for power to transact almost every 
branch of industry. Ho did not soo what 
objection could bo taken to this, as long 
as they carried on their business in con 
fortuity to the laws of tho country. Was 
it objectionable if they had 
much capital that they could carry on 
this immenso business? Was it not all 
the bettor for the province/ Tho company 
should have tho perpetual rights of way; 
and, despite the misleading remarks of 
the hon. member for Comox, it was 
ranged that any property taken for this 
purpose would be properly paid for. 
There was no injustice to anyone in the 
section ho referred to. The right of per- 
petuity was just as much tho right of a 
company as of a private individual. He 
could see nothing in either of tho throe 
objections raised. An alarm was taken 
apparently because it was proposed to 
bring in an unusual amount of capital. It 
looked as though the surmise of the hon. 
mover was correct— some could not grasp 
the magnitude of tho amount. Ho would 
be glad to see not only millions but bil- 
lions of foreign capital coming in to do- 
volope, anil enhance the value of tho prov- 
ince. 

The bill was read a second time, and 
committed for the next sitting of the 
House. 

MUNICIPALITIES BILL, 
The House then went into committee 
with Mr. Semlin in the chair, upon the 
Municipalities Amendment Bill, (Mr. 
Beaveu. ) 

The committee rose, reported progress, 
and asked leave to sit again. 

I'Ot'NTV COURTS ACT. 

Mr. T. Davie asked leave to introduce 
a bill to amend the "County Courts Act." 

Leave granted. Bill read a first time, 
•Second reading on next sitting of the 
House. 

A RETURN ASKED POR. 

Mr. Biggins moved, seconded by 
Mr. Duck, that an order ol the House 
bo granted for a return of all cor- 
respondence relative to the claim of E. 
•John, Jr., to compensation for imprison- 
ment under a conviction by the Supreme 
Court — from which imprisonment ho was 
released by order of the Governor-Gen- 
eral. .Such return to include the report, 
on the case by the Chief Justice of the 
Dominion and the Minister of Justice. 

The hon. mover proceeded to read the 
details of the case in question, amid the 
frequent interruptions of a few of the hon. 
membe rs. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that there had 
been no correspondence other than one 
letter in which compensation was asked 
for. Ho could not sen that it would be 
useful to bring down to the House that 
one letter. Ho did not think any claim 
could bo established. 

Mr. Bole suggested that the matter 
stand over for a day or so, and tho debate 
was accordingly adjourned on motion of 
the hon. provincial secretary. 

A RETURN. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented a message 
from His Honor tho Lieut-Governor, ac- 
companying the estimates of revenue and 
receipts for the financial year ending 
June. '10th. 

On motion, referred to tho committee 
on supply. 

The House rose to Bit again on Monday 
at tho usual hour.
